Alfalfa seoms t2 do best on gandy
loam soils that have a good sopply
of plant food and are well drained,
though it lina boen known to have
grown in a heavy clay soil. It will
do well on any soil that will produce
wheat or oorn. The fleld designed
for alfalfa should be selected with
ths view of leaving it for several
years. The plant seems to reach (ts
primo in four years, and can as a
rale be left in » flold profifably for
ssven or elght years. No difficolty
ts experisncsd in getting d1falfa out
of a field If it 4= ploughad in mid-
summar and kept wall onltivated,
Alfalfa for bay should be out when
one-third of the blossoms have ap-
speared, bocavse ai this stage it
makes the best quality of forage,
It ahionid be raked up into windrows
when somewhat wilted, and never
allowsd to dry out before being
mked, becavss then it does not cura
o well, and most of the leaves are
broken off in handling. It should
be haudled 80 ns to presoarve all the
lesves, sinee they ara tha most wal-
sable part of the plant. In o dry
